appointment of a co-receivert, It was in- 
timated by the presiding judge that he 
gidn’t believe in double barrel receivers, 
and the petitioners had to tack on to an- 
other line of procedure. Therefore the origi- 
nal petition which asked for the appoint- 
ment of a co-receiver was amended by ask- 
ing that Receiver Sparks be removed, Pe- 
titioners preferred a number of charves 
against Receiver Sparks and then took the 


position of asking for time in which to 
prove the charges, and that, too, in the 
face of the fact that the bondholders’ com- 
mittee have spent a large portion of the 
time since their appointment in the fall of 
1892 in trying to prepare to remove Sparks 
as receiver. The petitioners, no doubt, soon 
learned that they had no grounds or 
causes for the appointment of a co-receiver, 
as all the facts sustain the declaration that 
Receiver Sparks has been managing the 
road impartially, efficiently and economical- 
ly, and then further “found that there was 
Jess reason for Sparks’s removal. The job 
of co-receiver would ‘be a luxury for him, 
but a hardship for the property holder. 

It was, no doubt, very surprising to ths 
so-called bondholders’ committee to find 
that as many bondholders were opposed 
to the removal of Receiver Sparks gs there 
were those who favored it. In fact, it is 
said that the bondholders’ committee really 
represent a minority interest. In addition - 
to the many bondholders who favor Sparks, 
he is suppored by stockholders and all lo- 
cal interests. 

It is thought that the petitioners will 
make another effort to have Sparks re- 
moved and will file a petition to that effect. 

-Postmaster and Assistant. 

Judging from letters and telegrams re- 
ceived in Macon from Washington city, 
the people of Macon have formed the opin- 
fon that ex-Mayor Daisy Price will be ap- 
pointed postmaster at Macon. Being con- 
vinced of this, they are now speculating on 
who will be made assistant postmaster. It 
is thought by many that this nice plum 
will fall into the basket of Mr. Bob Smith, 
who for nine years was an alderman of 
the city, his term of office having expired 
last December. Between Messrs. Smith 
and Price the closest and warmest friend- 
ship exists. Mr. Smith was. an al- 
derman during the entire nine years 
that Mr. Price served as mayor. He is popu- 
lar and eflicrent, and would discharge the 
duties of assistant postmaster satisfactorily 
to every one concerned. Mr. Smith may 
not wish the place, but many think he will 
be appointed. The salary of assistant post- 
master is about $1,800. 

Who Will Be Chairman? 

There is some interest to know who will 
be chairman of the stockholders’ meeting 
of the Southwestern Railroad Company 
which assembles on Thursday at the Acad- 
emy of Music. Washington Dessau, the 
well-known Macon attorney, was chairman 
of the last meeting of the stockholders, but 
it is not known whether he will be elected 
chairman of the meeting on the 8th. It will 
be a very important session and there will, 
no doubt, be considerable discussion and 
many points and questions raised. The 
meeting will be largely attended. 

County Commissioners Meet. 

The county commissioners held their reg- 
ular monthly meeting today and transacted 
considerable routine business. The matter 
of greatest importance before the board 
was the proposed construction of a new 
road through the swamp along the drainage 
canal, and the board decided to recom- 


mend to the road commissioners that the 
The road commissioners 
will meet on next Saturday, when they 
will, doubtless, pass upon the question. 
The building of this road will lead to 
the construction of the drainage canal 
which is so much desired by the people of 
Macon. 
The Bid Awarded. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
board of public works held last night the 
bid of the Georgia Quincy Granite Com- 
pany of Macon, to furnish all necessary 
curbing and flagging and belgian blocks for 
the year 1894, for the city of Macon, was 
accepted. There were five other bidders, 
to-wit: one from Atlanta, one from Au- 
gusta, and three from Lithonia. The above 
bid does not include any stone for street 
paving. The Georgia Quincy Granite Com- 
pany has been doing the work of the city 
of Macon several years. The company is 
a low bidder and furnishes good material. 
It is thought that as soon 4S _Macon 
finishes her sanitary sewers she will com- 
mence street paving on an extensive scale.

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THE GREAT CARNIVAL. 


Rex Had Possession of the Crescent 
City Yesterday. 

New Orleans, La., February 6.—His majes- 

ty, Rex, was in full possession of his royal 

carnival city today and New Orleans turn- 


ed aside from business to pay homage to > 


the king of mirth. Mardi gras is @ legal 
holiday in the state and all the banks, 
exchanges, public buildings and stores are 
closed. The weather was all that a fastidi- 
ous monarch might require. It was bright 
and balmy, the chill of the early morning 
Siving way as the sun came up from the 
east in all its warmth and splendor. There 
are present in the city many distinguished 
Strangers, including General Schofield, 
rye wy Manderson and McMillar, Phil 
Armour, the Chicago millionaire; Colonel J. 
T. Harrahan, and a large delegation of 
railroad men; Dr, Keeley, of bi-chloride of 
gold fame, and a host of military and lay 
strangers, who watched the parade from the 
clubs and other points of vantage along the 
route. 

The visiting soldiers took no part in the 
procession, but are enjoying the novel sights 
on the streets. Long before noon, Canal, 
Camp and St. Charles streets were fairly 
jammed with people and the police had 
difficulty in preventing hopeless tangles of 
humanity. 

It was ll o’clock when Rex appeared this 
forenoon. He came out from his den on 
Calliope street with his long train of beau- 
tiful cars and with gay courtiers, a royal 
retinue and a host of bands making martial 
music. The king was greeted with the ut- 
most enthusiaSm on all sides. tex, this 


year, has taken from the great poets and’ 


story tellers of ancient and modern times 
material to make up the theme of literature 
illustrated by his pageant. There were 
nineteen floats in the procession. 

The carnival came to a close tonight with 
a brilliant pageant and a series of balls 
that were social triumphs. The day pass- 
ed without a single serious accident and in 
that respect the carnival’ was an exception. 
The throngs on the streets tonight exceed- 
ed, if anything, these of vesterday and to- 
day, but they were good natured crowds and 
suffered jostling without complaint. 

The Mystic Krewe. 

The pageant this evening was mostly of 
the Mystic Krewe of Comus. Comus se- 
lected as his subject, “Once Upon a Time,”’ 
portraying reminiscences of childhood days, 
the troubles of Cinderella and Tom Thumb, 
of Bluebeard, of Beauty and the Beast, 
of Babes in the Wood, Puss in Boots, and 
all that ilk so familiar to big and little 
folks, were treated by Comus in a series 
of moving tableaux of surpassing grandeur, 
most elaborate in their decorations and 
gorgeous in their costumes and fairly 
ablaze with the glare of calcium lights. 
There were twenty floats in the pageant. 

After the street parade the krewe con- 
cluded their entertainment at the French 
opera house. Here, 
ence of the chivalry and beauty gathered. 
When the curtain rose it revealed a tab- 
leau of wonderland beauty. Then Comus 
and his courtiers led out the ladies they 
had chosen for the dance and the ball was 
in progress. 

Washington Artillery hall, transformed 
into a magnificent throne room for the 
king, was occupied by Rex. and his com- 
pany. The ball brought the most success- 
ful carnival in years to a close. 


BUNNY ON A DRUNK. 


Studying the Effect of Alcohol on Rab- 
bits at Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
Baltimore, Md., February 6.—A number 
of experiments are being tried in the patho- 
logical department of Johns Hopkins hos- 
pital to ascertain the effects that alcohol 
has on rabbits. Six rabbits were, several 
weeks ago, started on a diet of alcohol 
and whisky, and were given a drachm a 
day, diluted with water. The object of 
the experiments is to ascertain the amount 
and degree of fatty degeneration that fol- 
lows the use of stimulants. A rabbit is 
selected which is apparently thoroughly 

healthy and is given little to eat. 

When ready for his first dose he is taken 
from his cage by the ears or back and 
placed flat on his back on a small piece of 
plank, with slip Knots to hold his feet firm- 
ly extended. In the meantime the little 
animal begins a sharp, shrill cry, not un- 
like that of a child screaming from temper. 
It is during the process of these cries that 
the rabbit will bite and painfully wound his 
tormentors if he gets a chance. As soon 
as the cries cease, however, forceps are put 
into his mouth and held open by an as- 
sistant, while the operator passes down 
through the mouth and gullet into the 
stomach a sott, hollow rubber tube, into 
the outer end_zf which is placed a small 
glass funnel. By this siphon-like arrange- 
ment the dose of alcohol or whisky is ad- 
ministered. 

It takes but little more than a minute 
for the effects to become manifest, and un- 
mistakable signs of bunny on a drunk are 
witnessed. Thé@se drunks, as with men, 
differ according to the nature and disposi- 
tion of the subject. In one case a lively 
mood supervenes, and if the rabbit could 
get out he would show how much of a 
sport he could be. He jumps up and down 
in his little cage, and is pretty lively in 
showing the stage of excitement from his 
drink. He will then become stupid and 
heavy, his breathing will become fast and 
deep and he will soon stagger like a drunk- 
en man and fall down as fast as he gets up 
on his feet. 


FLOYD’S CENTENARIANS. 
County Commissioners Make Allow- 
ances for Two Very Old Persons. 

Rome, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—The 
county commissioners met yesterday and at- 
tended to a lot of routine work. Outside of 
this some rather peculiar acts came up. One 
was the granting of $2.50 a month to Mr. T. 
Boyd, Floyd’s tax receiver a year or two 
ago, who applied for aid. He is unable to 
walk, and was in this condition when filling 
the office. He carved up a man for too in- 
timate relations with his wife, and then 
left the county. He left the office and now 
applies for aid. His recent wife, it is said, 
has been eking out some sort of an exist- 
ence in the very slums. Only a few weeks 
ago some of the city policemen found her 
inhabiting a negro house. 

Another interesting feature of the work 
of the commissioners was the granting of 
an allowance*tto Mrs. Isabelle Touchstone, 
of Everett Springs district, who is one hun- 
dred and two years old, and another to 
Mrs. Martha Byrd, of Vann's valley, who is 
an even one hundred years of age. 

According to the recent enactment the 
board refused to pay for the services of 
twelve men on a coroner’s jury. They paid 
six $1 each, who divided it up, so that all 
twelve received 60 cents each.

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A WILL IN CONTEST. 


Heirs of the Late Robert T. Fowler Dis- 
satisfied with Its Provisions. 


HIS ESTATE IS VALUED AT $50,000 


The Case Is Appealed to the Superior 
Court of Clarke County— Undue 
Influence I* Charged. 


Athens, Ga., February’ 6.—(Special.)—Ath- 
ens promises to have a very lively and sen- 
sational legal battle over the will of the 
late Robert T. Fowler at the next term 
of the Clarke superior court. 

A short while since Mr. Robert Fowler, 
of this county, died at the advanced age of 
ninety-five years. 

He was a bachelor and during his life 
had accumulated a large estate, amounting 
probably to forty or tifty thousand dol- 
lars. ‘ 

He had a large number of relatives and 
left a will in which he made provision for 
most ail of them, at the same time leaving 
the bulk of his property to his nephews, 
David C. and L. M. Fowler. 

This will was made in 1891 and was wit- 
nessed by Messrs. George Db. Thomas, 
James White and J. T. Williford. 

In April, 1893, Mr. Fowler annexed a 
codicil to his will, in'which he made sey- 
eral changes, among others leaving the 
great bulk of his property to David C, 
Fowler, his nephew, who had paid a great 
deal of attention to him during his old 
age. 

The nearest of kin of Mr. Fowler, as set 
forth in the will, are as follows: 

James Fowler, of Jackson county; Sarah 
Hemphill, Sarah Nixon, Susan Nixon, Mil- 
dred Parrott, of Clarke county: Howell 
Betts, John Nixon, Benjamin Nixon, of 
Jackson county; Amanda Poole, of Frank- 
lin; Thomas Fowler,-William Fowler, Cody 
lowler, of Clarke county; Joseph Fowler, 
Robert Fowler, Lon Payne, Eugenia Kenne- 
dy, Katie Fowler, Belle Wallace, of Jack- 
San county: Sarah N. Jordan, of Clarke 
county; Delia Strickland and Cynthia Curl- 
ing, of Gwinnett county; Sophia Fowler, 
of Clarke county: Robert Fowler, John 
Fowler, Fanny Willlams, Cody Lawrence 
and Oscar Davis, of Mississippi. 

At the ordinary’s court the will was of- 
fered for probate in solemn form yesterday. 
It was met by a caveat on the part of sev- 
eral of the heirs, viz: John Nixon, Sarah 
Nixon, Mildred Parrott and Howell Betts, 
who, through their attorneys, Messrs. E. 
T. Brown and §S. J. Tribble, are attempt- 
ing to break the will. 

The grounds alleged in the caveat are: 

1. That at the time of the making of the 
will and the codicil thereto, Mr. Fowler was 
not of sound and disposing mind and mem- 
ory. 

2. That at that time he was under undue 
influence on the part of his nephew, David 
C. lowler, who is the principal legatee. 

At the court the subscribing witnesses 
to the will and codicil, Messrs. George D. 
Thomas, James White, J. S. Williford and 
T. J. Poss were sworn and they testified 
that the will was executed in regular form 
and at the time that Mr. Fowler was, in 
their judgment, of sound and disposing mind 
and memory. 

The will was probated in solemn form 
and the caveators without igfxoducing their 
evidence, took an appeal to the superior 
court and will fight it out there. 

The executors of the will, Messrs. David 
C. and L. Fowler, are represented by 
Messrs. Lumpkin & Bennett and George 
D. Thomas, and when the fight is on it will 
be a lively one.

During the morning Director General 
Palmer spent some time in court securing 
a formal charter for the exposition com- 
pany. 

At noon the lady members of the commit- 
tee met and for several hours they were 
in session, at work on preliminary matters 
of vast importance to the woman’s depart- 
ment. 

And all day some. of the members of the 
board were at work on different features 
that are very inmportant pep the preliminary 
work, 

The Charter Obtained. 

Judge Lumpkin was to have adjourned 
court Monday, but he held over until yes- 
terday for the express purpose of giving 
Director General Palmer an opportunity 
to secure the charter. This was done, and 
duly signed by the officers of the court. 
The charter names as incorporators Messrs. 
S. M. Inman, W. D. Grant, R. D. Spalding, 
Charlies A. Collier, R. B. Bullock, 8S. F. 
Weodson, Clark Howell, J. G. Oglesby, W. 
A. Hemphill, H. H. Cabaniss, Anton Kontz, 
R. J. Lowry. J. W. English, E. P. Chamber- 
lin, M. F. Amorous, Joseph Hirsch, J. R. 
Wylie, E. C. Peters, C. E. Harman, John A. 
Fitten, Forrest Adair, Phil H. Harralson, 
B. F. Walker, W. G. Raoul, H. T. Inman, 
Frank P. Rice, Joseph Thompson, Julius 
Dreyfus, Grant Wilkins, John B. Goodwin, 
J. T. Glenn and H. E. W. Palmer. 

The incorporation is for a period of twen- 
ty years. By the charter the Cotton States 
and International Exposition Company is 
given all the rights and powers incident to 
corporations—‘‘to sue and be sued, to have 
and use a common seal, to make by-laws 
binding on its own members not inconsist- 
ent with the laws of this state and of the 
United States, and to alter the same at 
pleasure; to receive donations, to purchase, 


| Jease, hold and convey property of every de- 


scription, to borrow money, issue bonds and 
to secure payment of same by mortgage 
or otherwise upon all of its income and 
property; and generaliy to have and exer- 
cise all of the powers incident to corpora- 
tions and to do any and all things which 
may be deemed necessary or convenient to 
fully carry into effect and accomplish the 
object of said company.” 

The capital stock is fixed at $200,000, in 
shares of $100 @ach,with the right to increase 
from time to time to a sum not exceeding 
$5, 000, 000. 

The particular objects of the corporation 
and the particular business to be carried on 
are set forth as follows: “‘To hold in or near 
the city of Atlanta in said county and state, 
an exposition, at such time as may be de- 
termined, of the products and resources of 
the cotton states and other states of the 
United States and of all other countries, 
and of the appliances, machinery, inven- 
tions and devices used in the cultivation, 
preparation, manufacture and use of such 
products and resources, together with exhi- 
bitions of works of art and inventions of 
all persons who may exhibit the same under 
such rules and regulations as may be de- 
termined: that said corporations will make 


‘such charges for admission to said exposi- 


tion and for exhibit# and for the use of 
power, space and other privileges, and col- 
lect the same as may be deemed necessary 
and. proper.”’

TO MAKE BESSEMER ORES. 


A Furnace Which May Revolutionize 
Alabama Iron Making. 

Birmingham, Ala., February 6.—(Special.) 
A plant is just reaching completion in Bes- 
semer, Ala., which, if it meets the expec- 
tation of preliminary and unusually practi- 
cal tests, will revolutionize furnace opera- 
tion and iron production in this section, 
It is a furnace proposed to convert the com- 
mon red ores of this district inte bessemer 
ores. 

The plant consists of a furnace or kiln, 
So constructed that the ore can be dumped 
from the trestle into the opening. The ore 
is then subjected to intense heat from the 
burning gas, which is made in a retort in 
close proximity. The roosted ore, with all 
moisture expelled and much of its phospho- 
rus and sulphur liberated, is passed 
through rollers and crushed to a powder. 
It is then passed over a belt, which is mag- 
netized by a process invented by Edison, 
which separates the ore from the silica and 
surplus calcium, and magnetizes it so that 
it possesses all of the properties of mag- 
netic or bessemer ore, and closely assays 
with that ore. 

The product after these processes assays 
60 per cent pure metal and will make a gen- 
uine bessemer pig. The capacity of the 
kiln is 150 tons per day. On its completion 
and satisfactory test, a duplicate will be 
immediately built. Its success is regard- 
ed by iron men as the solution of the future 
of this district for if it does not prove a 
failure a steel mill will be built at Bessemer 
at once,

THE INDUSTRIALS DECLINE SHARPLY 


©otton Disappointing — Corn in Chicago. 


Makes the Low Record, and Closes 
Lower Again. 


NEW YORK, February 6.—Today's mar- 
ket was ccnfined to about four or five 
epecialties. The movement of prices at no 
time was uniform, and for that matter the 
changes, except in a very few cases, were 
unimportant. Chicago Gas eclipsed all 
other stocks at the opening, its prices 
dropping 2% to 62% on advices that the Chi- 
cago city council had given the Metropoli- 
tan Gas Company the privilege to cay its 
mains in that city. For this, the ‘oval 
government is to get its gas at 7 cents 
against $1 per thousand feet to the con- 
gsumers, and also to receive 3 per cent of 
the company’s net earnings. The drop in 
Gas weakened al the Industrials except 
Distillers. This stock advanced % to 30% on 
a report from the west that the company 
intended to advance the price of its product 
in bond 2 cents per gallon. American Sugar 
fell 2% to 77% and left off at 78%. The de- 
cline was credited to the closing out of the 
short interest recently. In the absence. of 
this demand, the stock quickly reacted, not- 
withstanding current reports that the sen- 
ate will make materia: changes in the 
@ugar schedule when the Wilson bill comes 
up for discussion. Lead and Cotton Oil 
were heavy, declining *s@1% per cent. The 
railroad list, with rare exceptions, was 
inclined to weakness. The: loss was not 
large by any means, probably owing to the 
absence of any pressure to sell. The heavi- 
ness of the wheat market and the break in 
silver are expected to have some influence 
later on. The decline in this group ranged 
from’ %@1 per cent, and was most marked 
in the stocks of the grain-carrying roads. 
Northern Pacific preferred recorded the 
greatest loss. Lackawanna took another of 
its sharp upward turns and jumped from 
167% to 169%, c osing at 169. No reason was 
assigned for this spurt. The purchase of 
the Richmond Terminal assets at public 
auction today by the reorganization co™m- 
mittee led to unusual activity in the com- 
mon stock, which brought 3@314@3\4 for 
6,000 shares. The reorganization committee 
is gradually getting matters into shape for 
an early rehabilitation of the property, and 
today’s purchases was a step in that direc- 
tion. In the final trading, the tone of the 
snarket improved a trifle, and speculation 
left off steady. Net changes show ad- 
vances of 1% in Lackawanna, 1% in. Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron common, and declines 
of % to 2% in the other active stocks, with 
sugar in the lead.

Christian Association. 


A TICKET HAS BEEN NOMINATED 


It Is Now in the Hands of the Member- 
ship—The Board No Longer Self- 
Elected—The Anniversary. 


A number of directors will be elected by 
& mass meeting of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association tomorrow evening. 

Heretofcre all vacanices on the -board 
have been supplied by its own election. Re- 
cently, however, an amendment was pro- 
posed to the constitution and ratified by the 
association, taking this power out of the 
hands of the board and placing it in those 
of the association. 

The reason assigned for this important 
measure, as stated by the author of the 
resolution, is to bring the board more di- 
rectly in touch with the association. 

Who Have Been Nominated, 

At the last regular meeting, which was 
held in January, a number of names were 
proposed for membership. 

There were nine of these so proposed, the 
terms of six of the directors expiring by 
limitation, and three by resignations sent 
in to the board. 

The ticket nominated, and the only one 
in the field, Is as follows: John K. Ottley, 
W. H. Patterson and S. B. Turman, all of 
whom are members of the present board;

HER LIFE AND ROMANCE ENDED. 


Mrs. Thomas Smales Carried a Bullet 
in Her Skull Until She Died. 
From The New York Herald. 

Mrs. Thomas Smales died at Orange, N. 
J., on Saturday. She was shot in the head 
in early life and carried the bullet in her 
skull. to her deathbed. Her life was event- 
ful, and marked by a determination and un- 
faltering endeavor that made her in many 
respects an exceptional character. 

She was Miss I’rances Dayton, of Virginia, 
and she boasted she was one of the “FF. F. 
V’s.”’ He. parents were wealthy. When on- 
ly five years old her mother died and a few 
years later her father married again. The 
stepmother did not take kindly to the child, 
and aiter a short time Irances was sent 
north to be educated at ‘“‘The. Gunnery,” 
then, as now, a celebrated school in Wash- 
ington, Conn. Here she grew to be a ra- 
diantly beautiful girl. 

Admirers were not wanting, and among 
them was Thomas Smales. Vows were ex- 
changed, and the young folks vowed to be 
faithful until death. One of Frances’s ardent 
admirers was a young southern lad. She re- 
pulsed him over and over again, but he 
wasn’t discouraged. 

Shot Her inAhe Head. 

He invited her out for a walk one after- 
noon, and when they reached a secluded 
spot he once more asked her to become 
his wife. She again rejected his suit. 

“If you will not accept me you shall die,”’ 
he cried. ‘“‘No other man shall call you 
bride.”’ 

He drew’a revolver. The young girl 
screamed and started to flee, but he fired. 
She fell to the ground. The young man’s 
desperation turned to fright, and he 
brought aid. The bullet had _= struck 
Frances just behind and above the left ear. 
All attempts to locate and extract it were 
futile. For weeks she lay between life 
and death, and at last slowly came back 
to safety once more. Her left side, how- 
ever, remained partly paralyzed. Full of 
pluck, she resolved to finish her course at 
the school. and did so, graduating with 
high honors. 

Then she went to pay a visit to Mrs. 
Amelia C. Bird, of Orange, N. J., a life- 
long friend. While there she determined 
to study medicine in order to treat herself. 
The bullet in her head still gave her great 
trouble. 

Her physicians discouraged her, but she 
insisted. Then the thought occurred to 
her that perhaps the electrical sparks that 
telegraph operators constantly receive 
might be utilized as curative agents. She 
said to her doctor: ‘Tf I work for a year in 
a telegraph office will you then believe I 
can study medicine successfully?’ 

The reply was ‘‘Yes.’’ Accordingly she 
entered the Western Union office in Orange 
and worked at the key for a year. She 
then matriculated at the Woman’s Medical 
college of the New York infirmary, and 
took the full course, graduating with hon- 
ors, in 1876. During her examinations she 
broke down physically and some of them 
she passed through while lying in her bed. 

Again this plucky woman determined to 
go still onward. She went to Berlin, Ger- 
many, where she passed a graduation exam- 
ination, and then went to London, Eng- 
land, to practice. 


Married to Her First Love. 

All this time her early love had been 
true to her. His family removed to Austra- 
lia, but he kept up a constant correspond- 
ence with her. At last, with a small capi- 
tal, he returned to the United States and 
established himself in the photographic 
business in Brunswick, Ga. re he pros- 
pered so that in a few years he Was in a 
position to claim his bride. A loving mes- 
sage crossed the sea, the young doctor 
sailed for this country and the two were 
married in 1882. 

Taking up life in Bruaswick Ga., Mrs. 
Smales threw fiers:If heart and soul into 
e*haritable work.
